a reproach ; it conveys a far fetched, diircfpcctful 
t e r n . Yet n-;ight anlieraclitus arile from the dead,he 
v o u M cry for us nil. 
H e would curfe our vile arts, 
and iliofe men of felence, who could 
contemplate 
the ftars, nay ken nTI nature with a glance, but never 
difcover a God, as he is, or which is worfe, difcover 
him,and neglecl him. W h a t could he fay m favour 
of navigation, by which, are imported as many vices, 
r.s go(>ds ? Truly, chriftianity has opened a door for 
every virtue ; 
but hov/ few enter it ! CliriiHai ity 
has taught us principles, whereby v.e can die with 
pleafure ; but who dies with 
l.eathen 
fortiiuee ? 
Does not the aged, iafirin, chriftian, tottering on the 
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brink of the grave, ilirinix back, Wkz a d:an:ard j ar^l 
fir from bt'jng weaned iVom thi; life, h j is wearvj 1 
from heaven.

The heathens were rough, bat fmccr-w j the cVrif- 
tian-; refined, but dsccitful.

tians, with diffidencc, and through fear, nay, many 
of us fccretly wiili tliere were no God.

The hea- 
thens were involved in the grofieft fuperilition, yet 
through all that mift, they could fpy a Jupiter, and 
worihip him. 
But in thefe enhghtened times, three 
founlis of us cannot fee the fun,through pure ether. 
Certainly, if they worflapped an unknown, or mcic 
fuppofcd Cod, their faith was greater, and they were 
ouite as comnicnihible as we. 
We have here emit- 
ted pap .1 fuperllition, which might make even a 
hc.nhen bluih.

S T I I . L keep ing clofc along ihore, on turning 
t point or projeilion of the river bank, at once I be- 
held a great number of hillocks or fmall pyramids, 
refembiing hay-cocks, ranged like an encampment: 
along the banks. 
They Hood fifteen or twenty 
yards diltant from the water, on a high marili, about 
four feet perpendicular 
above the water. 
I knew 
them to be the neils of the crocodile, having had a 
defcription of them before j and now ejipedled a 
furious and general attack, as I faw feveral large 
crocodiles 
fwimming 
abrcall of thefe buildings. 
Thefe neÜs being fo great a curiofity to me, I was 
determined, at all events, immediately to land and 
examine them. 
Accordingly, I ran my bark on 
ihore at one of their lauding piaccs, which was a 
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fort of nick or little dock, from which sfcended 5 
iloping path or road up to the edge of tlic meacio-.v 
vlicre their nefts were-, inoil of them were dciVrt- 
cd, and the great thick whitiih egg-flu'lis lay broken 
and fcattcred upon the gv<jund round about thtni. 


T h e nells or hillocks are of the icrm of an obtufc 
cone, four feet high, and four or five feet in dianictcr 
at their bafes j they are conilrutlcd with mud, gr, ii, 
and herbage. 
At firit they lay a floor of this kiiid of 
tempered rnortar on the ground, upon which they de- 
pofit a layer of eggs, and upon this aftratum of movtar 
feven or eight inches in tliicknefs, and then ancthcr 
layer of eggs, and in this manner^ one ftratum upon 
another, nearly to the top. I believe they comnicnly 
lay frc:ri one to 200 eggs, in a ncil: : tJiefe arehatched, 
i Juppcfe,b^'ihe heat ci the fun; and perhapstiieveg- 
et.;b'c fubfl iiiccs mixed with the earth, being aclcd 
upon by the fuii,mr.y cfufe a finall dc;^rce c i fcnntu- 
taiion.and fo incrcuie tlic heat In thofc hiliecks. 'ihe 
grira::.! for icveral acvcs .'bout thefo nclls lliuw evi- 
dent maik^ of a continual relbit of alligaiors ; t!:e 
grufs v.-15 every wheie L>caten down, ir.-.'-dly abl.a:; 
or iiraw w;:s left ilandirg ; wlicreas, all about, at i 
diib'?ice, it was five or lix iett liigb, and as thick

But what is yet more furprifing to a ftrangcr, ij 
the iiKredible loud and terrifying roar, which twev 
are cfpable of making, efpecialiy in tlie fprirnr fea. 
fon, their breeding time. 
It moft rcfcmbk^"^ Ntn- 
heavy diftant thunder, not only iliaking the air ^^nd 
waters, but eauiing the earth to tremble ; and wl.in 
hundreds and thoufands are roaring at the far.: 
time, you can fcareely be perfuaded, but that úz 
whulc glc be is viclentiy and dangeroufiy agitated. 


An old champion, who is perhaps abfolute fovcr- 
cign of a little lake or lagoon, (when fifty lefstlnn 
himfelf are obliged to content themfelves with fwel":-. 
ingand roaring in little coves round about) darts forth 
from the reedy coverts all at once, on the furface of the 
waters, in a right line; at firft feemingly as rapid as 
lightning, but gradually more flowly until he arii^s 
at the ccnter of the lake, when he 
ftops.
